1. ALTHOUGH YOUR HOST GOVERNMENTS HAVE RECOGNIZED MPLA 
IN ANGOLA WE UNDERSTAND, WITH POSSIBLE EXCEPTION OF 
NIGERIA, THAT THEY EXHIBITED MORE WILLINGNESS THAN 
OTHER PRO-MPLA AFRICANSTO FIND COMPROMISE IN OAU WHICH 
COULD HAVE REINJECTED AERICAN ELEMENT INTO ANGOLAN 
QUESTION. 

2. THEREFORE YOU SHOULD SEEK IMMEDIATE APPOINTMENT 
WITH CHIEF OF STATE OR HIGHEST APPROPRIATE AUTHORITY 
TO STATE: 
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- A) AS USG HAS REITERATED AS RECENTLY AS SECRETARY'S 
PRESS CONEERENCE JANUARY 14 AND IN MEETING WITH AFRICAN 
CHIEES OE MISSION JANUARY 15 IT IS PRIMARILY 
CONCERNED WITH AN AERICAN SOLUTION TO ANGOLAN PROBLEM 
AND THE ELIMINATION OE EOREIGN INTERVENTION. IT IS 
INTERNATIONALIZATION OE CONELICT WHICH HAS IMPEDED 

AERICAN SOLUTION WHICH WE THINK POSSIBLE. 

- B) DESPITE EACT THAT HOST GOVERNMENT HAS 

RECOGNIZED MPLA WE HAVE PERCEIVED IN OUR TALK 
WITH YOUR REPRESENTATIVES INTEREST IN A NEGOTIATED 
SOLUTION WHICH TAKES ALL EACTORS INTO CONSIDERATION 
RATHER THAN SIMPLY - WHICH PACTION 

SHOULD RULE ANGOLA. 

- C) WE HAVE NO INTERESTS IN ANGOLA. OUR 
STATEMENTS REFLECT THIS AND OUR LIMITED ACTIONS DEMON- 
STRATE THAT OUR AIMS ARE LIMITED TO PROMOTING AND 
EMCOUMAMING A NEGOTIATED SOLUTION. 

- D) THE SOVIET INTERVENTION IN ANGOLA RAN COUNTER 
TO DETENTE SINCE IT DID NOT REPRESENT SIMPLY AID TO 

A "NATIONAL LIBERATION" MOVEMENT BUT RATHER AN EPPORT 
TO IMPOSE A PARTICULAR PACTION IN THE POST-INDEPENDENCE 
PERIOD. WE CONSIDER THIS INTERVENTION IN AN INTERNAL 
POLITICAL POWER STRUGGLE A VERY BAD PRECEDENT WITH 
POTENTIAL DANGEROUS IMPLICATIONS POR DETENTE POLICY 
AND FOR PEACE. TO HAVE PAILED TO REACT COULD ONLY 
ENCOURAGE A REPETITION OP SUCH DANGEROUS BEHAVIOR. 

- E) IT IS PRECISELY BECAUSE WE DO NOT DESIRE TO 
IMPOSE SUPER-POWER CONPLICTS IN APRICA BUT RATHER 

SEEK TO END EOREIGN INVOLVEMENT AND RETURN THE ANGOLAN 
PROBLEM TO THE AFRICANS FOR A SOLUTION THAT WE ARE SO 
DISTURBED BY THE SOVIET AND CUBAN DECISION TO SEND AN 
EXPEDITIONARY PORCE TO APRICA.
